“On the 24th of March, 1916, at about 2:50 
o’clock in the afternoon, the unarmed steamer Sus- 
sex, with 825 or more passengers on board, among 
whom were a number of American citizens, was tor- 
pedoed while crossing from Folkestone to Dieppe. 
che Sussex had never been armed; was a vessel 
known to be habitually used only for the conveyance 
of passengers across the English channel, and was 
not following the route taken by troop ships or sup- 
ply ships. About eighty of the passengers, noncom- 
batants of all ages and sexes, including citizens of 
the United States, were ‘killed or injured. 

“A careful, detailed, and scrupulously impartial 
investigation by naval and military officers of the 
United States has conclusively established the fact 
that the Sussex was torpedoed without warning or 
summons to surrender, and that the torpedo by which 
she was struck was of German manufacture. In the 
view of the government of the United States these 
facts from the first made the conclusion that the 
| torpedo was fired by a German submarine unavoid- 
able. It now considers that conclusion substantiated 
by the statements of your excellency's note. A full 
statement of the facts upon which the government of 
the United States has based its conclusion is inclosed. 


ATTACKS EXTEND TO NEUTRALS | 


The government of the United States, after hav- 
ing given careful consideration to the note of the im- 
perial government of the 10th of April, regrets to 
state that the impression made upon it by the state- 
ments and proposals contained in that note is that 
the imperial government has failed to appreciate the 
gravity of the situation which has resulted, not alone 
from the attack on the Sussex but from the whole, 
method and character of submarine warfare as dis- 
closed by the unrestrained practice of the command- 
ers of German undersea craft during the last twelve 
months, and more in the indiscriminate destruction 
of merchant vessels of all sorts, nationalities, and 
destinations. 

“If the sinking of the Sussex had been an isolated 
case the government of the United States might find 
it possible to hope that the officer who was responsi- 
ble for that act had willfully violated his orders or 
had been criminally negligent in taking none of the 
precautions they prescribed, and that the ends of 
justice might be satisfied by imposing upon him an 
adequate punishment, coupled with a formal dis- 
avowal of the act and payment of a suitable indem- 
nity-by the imperial government. 

“ But, though the attack upon the Sussex was 
manifestly indefensible, and caused a loss of life so 
tragical as to make it stand forth as one of the most 
terrible examples of the inhumanity of submarine 
warfare as the commanders of German vessels are 
conducting it, it unhappily does not stand alone. 


“On the contrary, the government of the United 
States is forced by recent events to conclude that it 
is only one instance, even though one of the most 
extreme and most distressing instances, of the delib- 
erate method and spirit of indiscriminate destruction — 
of merchant vessels of all sorts, nationalities, and 
destinations which have become more and more un- 
mistakable as the activity of German undersea ves- 
sels of war bas in recent months been aulckened and 
exten ded. : if ie Dy aes gt a : 


„The imperial government will recall that when, 
in February, 1915, it announced its intention of 
treating the waters surrounding Great Britain and 
Ireland as embraced within the seat of war and of 
destroying all merchant ships owned by its enemies 
that might be found within that zone of danger and 
warned all vessels, neutral as well as belligerent, 
to keep out of the waters thus proscribed, or to 
enter them at their peril, the government of the 
United States earnestly protested. 

“It took the position that such a policy could 
not be pursued without constant, gross, and palp- 
able violations of the accepted law of nations, par- 
ticularly if submarine craft were to be employed 
as its instruments, inasmuch as the rules pre- 
scribed by that law, rules founded on the principles 
of humanity and established for the protection of 
the lives of noncombatants at sea, could not in the 
nature of the case be observed by such vessels. 

“It based its protest on the ground that persons 


of neutral nationality and vessels of neutral own- 


ership would be exposed to extreme and intolerable 
risks; and that no right to close any part of the 
high seas could lawfully be asserted by the imperial 
government in the circumstances then existing. | 
The law of nations in these matters, upon which 
the government of the United States based that pro- 
test, is not of recent origin or founded upon merely 
arbitrary principles set up by convention. It is 
based, on the contrary, upon manifest principles of 
humanity and has long been established with the 


approval and by the express assent of all civilized 


nations. 
GERMAN PLEDGES VIOLATED. 


“The imperial government, notwithstanding, per- 
sisted in carrying out the policy announced, ex- 
pressing the hope that the dangers involved, at any. 
rate to neutral vessels, would be reduced to a mini- 
mum by the instructions which it had issued to the 
commanders of its submarines, and assuring the 
government of the United States that it would take 
every possible precaution both to respect the rights 
of neutrals and to safeguard the lives of noncom- 
batants.

TEXT OF ADDRESS MADE BY PRESIDENT WILSON 
BEFORE HOUSES OF CONGRESS IN JOINT SESSION 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 19.— 
Following is the text of the ad- 
dress made by the president be- 
fore the joint session of con- 
gress: 

Gentlemen of the congress: A situa- 
tion has arisen in the foreign relations 
of the country of which it is my plain 
duty to inform you frankly. | 

It will be recalled that in February, 
1915, the imperial German government 
announced its intention to treat the wa- 
ters surrounding Great Britain and Ire- 
land as embraced within the seat of war 
and to destroy all merchant ships owned 
by its enemies that might be found with- 
in any part of that portion of the high 
seas, and that it warned all vessels of | 
neutral as well as of belligerent owner- 
ship to keep out of the waters it had 
thus proscribed, or else enter them at 
their peril. 

“The government of the United States 
earnestly protested. It took the posi- 
tion that such a policy could not be pur- 
sued without the practical certainty of 
gross and palpable violations of the law 
of nations, particularly if submarine 
craft were to be employed as its instru- 
ments, inasmuch as the rules prescribed 
by that. law, rulés founded upon prin- 
ciples of humanity and established for 
the protection of the lives of nonvom- 
batants at sea, could not in the nature of 
the case be observed by such vessels. 

“It based its protest on the ground 
that persons of neutral nationality and 
vessels of neutral ownership would be ex- 
posed to extreme and intolerable risks. 
and that no right to close any part of 
the high seas against their use or to 
expose them to such risks could lawfully 
be asserted by any deen govern- 
ment. gine 


The law of nitions in these matters, | 
upon which the government of the United 
States based its protest, is not of recent 
origin or founded upon merely arbitrary 
principles set up by convention. It is 
based, on the contrary, upon manifest 
and imperative principles of humanity 
and has long been established with the 
approval and by the express assent of all 
civilized nations. 

“ Notwithstanding the earnest protest 
of our government the imperial German 
government at once proceeded to carry 
out the policy it had announced. It ex- 
pressed the hope that the dangers in- 
volved, at any rate the dangers to neutral 
vessels, would be reduced to a minimum 
by the instructions which it had issued 
to its submarine commanders and as- 
sured the government of the Unite 
States that it would take every possible

He has committed this nation to whatever may be 
the consequences of that policy.

This ought to be and, it may be presumed, is a 
solemn hour for Americans. They have looked 
upon the struggle in Europe as something intimate 


to their sympathies but alien to their experiences. 


It bas been a distant phantasmagoria, engrossing 


the imagination and the sympathy, but not dis- 
turbing physical conditions, not causing suffering, 


mot bringing sorrow. 
Undoubtedly it has been the wish of Americans 


to keep themselves out of a war 80 foreign to their 


understanding. It may be our fate, explicable or 


inexplicable, to be involved in it We have so 
often, since the sinking of the Lusitania, approached 
the edge of war that it seems startling. now to 
find the edge nearer than ever. 

Alarms have been sounded and nothing has dis- 
turbed our peace. But this alarm seems real. The 
president has committed the nation. Germany may 
yield to his contentions. Germany may not. The 
issue for Germany demands the abandonment of 
the most powerful marine instrument she has for 
the accomplishment of a peace satisfactory to her. 
One U-boat is worth a brigade. By a prolonga- 
tion of the submarine campaign which President 
Wilson pronounces lawless, Germany may bring 
Great Britain to feel the hunger which Great Brit- 
ain intended Germany to feel. Germany may not 
abandon this campaign. If Germany does not aban- 
don it the United States breaks off diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany. 

We must not cherish any illusions regarding this. 
Breaking off diplomatic relations is an act leading 
to war. 

It were better that the American nation were 
twenty fathoms under water than that it should seek 
to make war by writing checks to impose its moral 
indignation upon a nation which it believes has 
offended not only it but all humanity. 

With the French losing tens of thousands at Ver- 
dun, the American nation cannot with spiritual 
safety make war with check books. It is not our 
material which must be furnished; it is our men. 
We cannot allow Canada to furnish men while we 
furnish. beef carcasses and shell cases.

»~ Comment on the approaching conventions of the 
two big political parties of the state has been 
practically limited to what faction in each party is 
to contro] the party machinery.

This increasing feeling the delegates to the con- 
vention have the power to counteract.

Specifically they should minke issues out of the 
constitutional convention; out of the demand for 
local government of loca] public utilities; out of 
revision of the state expenditures. As it is ths 
state is too expensive and not efficient enough. It 
provides a maximum of interference and a minimum 
of help. 
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The Chamberlain bill provides for an 
regular army of 250,000. We need every 
this number, as our experts have told us, 
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consisting of the national guard, raised to 280,000, 
over twice its present paper strength, and of a new 
volunteer force which it is hoped will bring into 
training men who are not now available to the 
guard. This force it is hoped will reach 261,000. 

The bill provides for this army. It cannot pro- 
vide the men. Under our voluntary system we must 
“wait and see,“ It may be’ necessary to increase 
indtcements materially to get more men. It may 
be necessary, as we believe it is desirable even now, 
to resort to universal service. But, however that 
may be, the Chamberlain Bill is the best that it 
seems possible to do in the way of legislation for 
the land force at this time | 

If the men called for are forthcoming and the 
navy is correspondingly strengthened in accordance 
with the views of our naval experts, the United 
States will be secure from assault and in a posi- 
tion to enforce its rights and maintain its respon- 
sibilities with self-respecting firmness. 

Perhaps the feature of the bill that will be most 
vigorously attacked is the provision for a volunteer 
force additional to the national guard. It is to be 
hoped, however, this pressure in the face of our ob- 
vious need to use all our possible resources, will be 
relaxed. It should be the honor of the guard, and 
it is, we belleve, to place the nation above the guard 
or any selfish special interest. If the new federal 
volunteers prove a better and more available force 
they will and ought to be a part of our system. 
Otherwise this device will go into the discard. 
Eventually we hope all our volunteer organizations 
will be merged in a really national army under uni- 
versal democratic service. Meanwhile the devo- 
tion and patriotism which the guard represents 
should show itself in hearty support of the Cham- 


berlain bil. 3 


In the house or conference committee there will 


be an attempt to cut down the numbers of the 


regular army, That should be fought to the hilt. It 
is an effort of penny wisdom. It is an issue of the 
smatterer versus the expert. There is no manner 
of doubt that an overwhelming majority of Amer- 
icans wants an adequate defense and it wants what 
is adequate to be determined by men who know. 
Congress need have no doubt on that point.

NO WITHDRAWAL WITHOUT VILLA. 


From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.] 
Sen. Carranza, head ot the de tacto government 


of Mexico, has communicated with Washington 
proposing a beginning of negotiations toward the 
early withdrawal of all United States troops now 
south of the border. The administration at Wash- 
ington, it is clear from the tone of the dispatches, 
contemplates a waiting policy, and prolonging 
the negotiations as far as possible, for gaining 
time in which the purpose of the punitive expedi- 
tion against the Villistas may be served. The 
Carranza communication insists that that purpose 
ig already served in the breaking up and dis- 
persion of the Villistas, but it also quotes from 
the official statement made by President Wilson, 
March 26, in which he said: As we have already 


e the expedition was ordered under an 


agreement with the de facto government of Mex- 
ico for the purpose only of capturing the bandit, 


Villa, whose forces have invaded the territory 
of the United States.” 

The degree of faith and credit to be attached 
to any assurance made by Gen. Carranza touch- 
ing the ability of his government to complete 
the work of crushing Villa, is to be seen in the 
character of statements made in his communi- 
cation to justify his demand for an early with- 
drawal. In substance, the claim made is one that 
the exchanges between this government and Car- 
ranza, immediately following Villa's raid on 
Columbus, and leading to the agreement under 
which our entry into Mexico was made did not 
contemplate such an entry at that time, nor »* 
any time unless ‘further invasions, raiding, loot. 
e, and murderipg should occur. The Mexican, 
in effect, charges this government with bad faith 
for having organized and marched the punitive 
expedition into Mexico as a measure of reprisal 
for what had been done at Columbus. 

It is possibile that the administration, lashed 
at last into abandoning “ watchful waiting,” may 
have taken prompt action without giving ear to 
the everlasting cry of “manana.” rue country 
will not condemn it if such is found to be the 
fact. It win condemn it if it now withdraws 
without accomplishing its purpose. The situa- 
tion is grave. Some thousands of our soldiers 
are 400 miles in the interior of what may soon 
be a hostile country.

N conformity with the testamentary 
instructions of Gen. Count Alexei 
Arakcheyeff of the Russian artillery, 
who died in 1834 at Petrograd, the 
Russian Imperial Academy of 

Sciences has just published as a paid 

advertisement on the first page of the 

London Times and in the Paris Temps 
the terms of a bequest according to which 

the sum of a quarter of a million dollars 
from his estate, held in trust, will be 
paid just nine years hence to the author 
of the best history of the reign of Czar 

Alexander I. 

The will specifically provides that the 
seventeen paragraphs of the will dealing 
with this bequest, filling near a column of 
the London Times, should be published 
by the Russian Academy of Sciences in 
the English, French, and German papers 
In March, 1915—that is to say, just a 
decade prior to the date set for the close 
of the competition. 

Count Alexei Arakcheyeff was the most 
faithful and brutal agent of the tyranny 
of Emperor Paul from 1796 to 1800. He 
was the terror of the Russian army by 
reason of the savage punishments with 
which he visited the smallest offense or 
the most trifling inaccuracy. Intrigue 
succeeded in securing his removal from 
about the person of that half crazy mon- 
arch, and it was shortly afterwards that 
the latter was assassinated, it is said, 
with the knowledge, if not with the 
connivance, of his two eldest sons. 

The passionate sorrow with which 
Arakcheyeff received the news—a sorrow 
which he made no effort to conceal—led 
to his being banished to Siberia, along 
with the other con fidants and particular 
adherents of the murdered emperor. But 
some years later, when Czar Alexander 
I. began to feel remorse concerning the 
circumstances that had brought him to 
the throne, be recalied Arakcheyeff along 
with the ex-barber Kutuzoff and made 
the former one of his principal! confidants 
and advisers. 

— * 

| Indeed, during the last ten years of 

Alexander's reign Arakcheyeff may be 

said to have been the incarnation of 

the reaction which characterized that 
epoch, an epoch which produced the so- 
called holy alliance, directed against the 
doctrines and the political systems rep- 
resented by the United States, which re- 
sponded by the proclamation of its Mon- 
ree doctrine. So great was the terror that 
the general inspired that, although more 
than three-quarters of a century have 
elapsed since his death in 1834, his name 
remains today, as it was in his own time, 

@ synonym for pitiless and grinding op- 
pression. 

The succession of Czar Nicholas 1. 
brought about the downfall of Arak- 
cheyeff. Although we are accus- 
tomed to lock upon the first of the Em- 
perors Nicholas as the type of the Rus- 
sian autocrat, yet, compared to his elder 
brother Alexander I., during the closing 
decade of the latter’s reign he was a 
liberal, indulgent, and easy-going mon- 
arch. The general therefore left court 
end retired to his estates, where he sur- 
vived for about nine years longer, lead- 
ing a life of the most profound piety and 
seclusion, and died with his eyes fixed to 
the last upon the portrait of Alexander L., 
whom he hoped to rejoin in heaven. 

Whatever else may be said about the 
man and of his extraordinary compound 
of cruelty on the one hand and intense 
plety on the ather, there was thing 
almost pathetic in his love for the em- 
peror, which he may be said to have car- 
ried beyond the grave, in making this 
bequest.

in other words, who shall produce the 
fullest, most authentic, and most elo- 
quent account of that reign.” { 
Paragraph 3 provides that the merits 
of this history must be appreciated and 
recognized as superior to all others by 
the Imperial Academy of Letters and 
Sciences in Russia, and by no one else, 
under whatever learned title that insti- 
tution may be known at the time.

The ex-barber, Count Michael Kutvy- 
zoff, mentioned above as having deen 
exiled to Siberia by Czar Alexander I. 
on his accession, along with Gen. Count 
Arakcheyeff, on account of his intimate 
relations with Emperor Paul and as re- 
stored to favor at the time, became the 
founder of a very important house of the 
Muscovite aristocracy. He wasa shrewd 
and clever man who, whlle shaving Czar 
Paul, was wont to entertain his imperial 
master to such an extent with the gossip 
of Petrograd that the monarch became 
convinced that the man was far better 
fitted to act as his adviser and confidant 
than any of the statesmen in his service. 

Accordingly Paul promoted him from 
one dignity to another until the barber 
became a count of the empire, a minister 
of state, a field marshal of the army, gov- 
ernor general of Finland and of Petro- 
grad, ambassador at Berlin, and the pos- 
sessor of vast estates. It was this ex- 
Figaro, indeed, who commanded the Rus- 
sian forces that compelled Napoleon and 
his grand army to retreat from Moscow, 
and who, indeed, was primarily responsl- 
ble for the defeat of Napoleon's invasion 
of Russia. His descendants occupy high 
positions at court, in the service of the 
state and in the army. 

Thus, Gen. Count Vladimir Kutusoff 
was until a few years ago viceroy and 
comman der-in-chief of all that portion of 
Siberla which is ruled from the city of 
Irkutsk, and on frequent occasions has 
been employed on special embassies by 
the late and present emperors. One of 
his relatives and namesakes, Count 
Vladimir Sergevitch Kutuzoff, emigrated 
to Canada, where he joined the Douk-

WILSON’S THREE HANDICAPS. 

Chicago, April 19.—[Bditor of The Trib- 
une. May I suggest certain factors 
which seem to enter into this distressing 
Mexican problem and which largely ex- 
plain the psychology of President WII- 
son's deplorable hesitation and indeci- 
sion? These factors were fixed in his 
mental equipment before he entered the 
political arena, and are respectively his 
orthodoxy, scholasticism, and pedagogy. 

The degree and significance of these 
characteristics in this problem will de- 
pend on our ability to discern them. But 
the combination is there, and the ques- 
tion is, how far does it account for the 
president's vacillating course, and what 
Goes it presage for his actions in the 
perilous and critical times immediately 
ahead? 

Is not the hand of this trinity of con- 
servatism in orthodoxy, scholasticism, 
and pedagogy clearly indicated im the 
president's methods, and may it not be 
that he is even now tracing its hand- 
writing on the wall, where it shell re- 
cord unspeakable disaster to our re- 
public? It is easy to see that Mr, Wil- 
son made the mistake of his life in quit- 
ting his native atmosphere of letters at 
Princeton for the murky air of polities at 
Trenton—with his weather eye on Wash- 
ington, where his record of three years 
may fairly be designated as “the well 
meaning inefficiency of a good * 
President Wilson went far eld in 
administering rebuke to the Mexican peo- 
ple, in the person of the late Gen. Huerta. 
And while he was doubtless right in bis 
view of the ethical question involved in 
Huerta’s title, there was just thie trou- 
ble about it—it was none of our busi- 
ness. Nevertheless, it became the ex- 
cause for a very pronounced “ interven- 
tion” of prolonged political pedagogy in 
the civics of a sister republic. 

Out of this vast mistake, and the blun- 
ders which followed in our policy toward 
Mexico, grew the present conditions, hu- 
miliating and dangerous in the extreme.

How Senn 
Spend Their Money. 


MITH college girls spend approxt- 


ber and June. Ada L. Comstock. 
dean of the college, has written an 
article in the last alumnz querter- 
ly showing the results of an inveatiga- 
tion tuto the expenditures of the students. 

The test was made from the accounts 
of 421 students, who during the year re- 
ported their expenses every month. The 
total spent by the 421 girls in 1914-15 wae 
$322,297. The average expenditure was 
$76. The individual accounts range in 
their totals from $350 as the lowest to 
$1,850 as the highest. 

More than 52 per cent of the students 

spent between $600 and $800. Seven of 

the girls spent more than $1,600. Fifty- 

six per cent of them spent less than $750. 
— 

Necessities used up 87.4 per cent of the 
girls’ money. Only 8.2 per cent was spent 
for pleasure, under which clagsification 
the college authorities placed contribu- 
tions to church and charity. Books and 
stationery used up 4.2 per cent. 

The average Smith girl spends $35.09 on 
recreation, hospitality, and extra food.“ 
Freshmen and sophomores spend a little 
less than that as an average and juniors 
and seniors more. The junior promenade 
is the one single xpense that works heav- 
jest on the recreation item.
